City prepares for 'rolling blackouts'

City editor 
Sections of Lompoc may be totally without power for periods of one to two hours a 
day this summer under a “rolling blackout” plan that may be necessary to cope with 
an electrical shortage, City Administrator Gene L. Wahlers said today. 
A general plan whereby the city would sequentially close down electrical substa­ 
tions throughout the city for a few hours at a time has been drafted and will be im­ 
plemented if drought-caused reductions in hydroelectric supplies develop as 
forecast. 
Wahlers said the city is working on alternate plans that will enable police and 
county facilities as well as Lompoc District Hospital to continue without interruption 
of power. 
“Closing down for a few hours would not pose a serious problem for appliances 
such as food freezers,” Wahlers said “These actually can withstand a much longer 
period of shutdown than we envision having to impose ” 
Wahlers, commenting on the situation following a statement by a state energy of­ 
ficial Monday, said the current plan was adapted from one that was set up on a stand­ 
by basis last summer but never had to be used. 
“The situation this year seems to be considerably more aggravated than last year, 


however,” Wahlers said, “and we have to be prepared in the event that our supply of 
electrical power is reduced. 
Robert Ham, an emergency planner for the state Energy Commission, Monday 
said to avoid such blackouts, his unit was working on plans to unite utilities in the 
state to redistribute power to energy-short areas. 
“We have taken the position it is a statewide problem,” he said in an interview. 
“The resources could be shared if we work out an agreement.” 
Energy officials have said that hydroelectric power generation in the northern part 
of the state may drop as much as 20 or 30 per cent this year because of the low water 
levels in streams and reservoirs. 
In addition, huge blocks of surplus power usually purchased from the Pacific 
Northwest will not be available this year 
“We may be able to avoid rolling blackouts,” said Ham, if the summer is not too 
hot, causing heavy use of air conditioners and further reducing water supplies, and 
consumers cooperate in an energy conservation program. 
The utility most seriously hit by the reduction in hydroelectric power has been 
Pacific Gas & Electric, which serves about three million customers.

Last year that figure was cut to eight billion because of a lack of water The 
remainder was made up from Bonneville Power Administration surpluses which no 
longer exist, a spokesman said. 
Officials estimate that amount generated by PG&E hydroelectric generators Will 
be reduced to 4.8 billion kilowatt hours this year 
Ham said the commission has already proposed that PG&E be allowed to lease the 
Scattergood power plant owned by the city of Los Angeles The 300 megawatt plant, 
constructed two years ago, is not operating because generation of electricity is the 
lowest priority use of gas and there had not been enough available to operate the 
plant. 
“But PG&E has a surplus of gas from Canada and other sources in the summer,” 
Ham said. “Under the proposal, they could operate the plant with their supplies and 
then ship the power north.” 
He said he had heard from City of San Francisco sources that it appeared such an 
agreement could be worked out.

Respect local 
control, board 
urges governor

The Board of Supervisors agreed Mon­ 
day to dispatch a letter to Gov. Brown 
expressing complete opposition to any 
plan on his part to circumvent local 
authority in designating a site for a 
liquefied natural gas complex on the 
California coast. 


Their decision came on the heels of a 
report issued jointly by County Ad­ 
m inistrative O fficer Raymond D. 
Johnson and County Environmental 
Coordinator Albert F. Reynolds contain­ 
ing their impressions of a conference 
late last week in Los Angeles with the 
governor. 


Gov. Brown indicated at that time that 
he wanted to cut across red tape and was 
thinking of designating a single state 
agency to grant such a permit, although 
conscious of the fact local input was to 
be received 


Reynolds said he felt the governor was 
responding to pressures that have arisen 
as the result of Dow Chemical Co having 
decided to give up plans to locate a giant 
complex in the Sacramento area due to 
state and federal bureaucratic permit 
procedures 


The environmental coordinator told 
the supervisors he felt Gov. Brown “is 
serious about coming up with proposed 
legislation this week” to give the power 
to the state to preempt local agendas in 
making a site decision for the LNG plant 
County authorities have pointed out

that the Pt. Conception area might make 
a preferable site for such a plant as it 
would need a somewhat remote location 
due to potential environmental hazards. 
The Federal Power Commission has 
indicated preference for an Oxnard area 
site, however 
Some of the m ajor utilities in the state 
have urged Gov. Brown to select the 
Public Utilities Commission as a single 
state agency to have power in site selec­ 
tion 
But Reynolds told the board Monday 
that he felt the State Coastal Commis­ 
sion would be preferable, although he 
felt it was wrong for the state to preempt 
local power in such a case 


The board voted to send Reynolds’ let­ 
ter deploring the prospects of state 
preem ption, 
but om itting Reynolds 
suggestion the Coastal Commission be 
the agency if any is selected to wield 
such powers 


Chairman Harrell Fletcher told the 
board that it was the State Coastal Com­ 
mission that imposed conditions on Exx­ 
on Corp which caused it to give up its

WASHINGTON (UPI) - U N Ambas­ 
sador Andrew Young, continuing 
straight talk on diplomatic subjects, 
says the Russians “are playing games” 
in northeastern Africa and warns the 
situation could become more explosive 
than black-white tensions in southern 
Africa 


Speaking to reporters Monday night at 
a White House state dinner honoring 
visiting Mexican President Jose Lopez 
Portillo. Young said the United States 
should “tighten our relationships” with 
Somalia. Ethiopia and Sudan. 


Asked about his outspoken style of 
diplomacy, Young said Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance and President Carter 
knew what they were getting when they 
asked the former civil rights leader to 
give up his seat as a congressman from 
Georgia. 


“I sat down with Cy Vance and the 
President before I accepted the job,” the 
44-year-old Young said. “We kind of dis­ 
cussed all this I told them if ever I was 
shooting off my mouth too much to pick 
up the phone and let me know. I said I 
thought ideas had to be floated I didn't 


mind taking the flak So far nobody has 
said shut up ” 
Carter and Vance earlier Monday 
brushed aside rumored dissatisfaction 
with Young’s performance and praised 
his “very successsful” 10-day trip to 
Africa, 
Carter told the Cabinet that, as a result 
of the black diplomat’s trip, “we now 
have a good opportunity for improved 
relations with a number of African 
nations.” 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said this was particularly true in 
Nigeria, with whom the United States 
has had strained relations 
Recently Carter or Vance has either 
denied or softened Young's words about 
the Cuban presence in Angola, the possi­ 
ble admission of Vietnam to the United 
Nations and ex-Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger's alleged abandonment of 
Britian's role in bringing black rule to 
Rhodesia 
But Powell said Carter had expressed 
the feeling that Young s trip had been 
“very successful ” 
Young, who returned Sunday from a 10 
day trip through Africa, was asked what 
trouble spots exist 


‘ The horn 
Somalia may be more ex­ 
plosive than Southern Africa ,. Somalia, 
Ethiopia and Sudan ... the Russians are 
playing games up there,” Young said 


Nations in the northern tier “don’t get 
along too well ” and “It made me a little 
nervous.” 


Remarks by Young near the conclusion 
of his trip prompted an explanatory 
telephone call to Henry Kissinger in 
Acapulco upon his return. Young said he 
called to explain he did not think Kis­ 
singer “abandoned” Great Britain in its 
efforts to negotiate transfer of power to 
blacks in Rhodesia 


“I didn t quite say that.” Young said in 
a televised interview Monday night “I 
said 
I didn’t think the British had 
failed 
that I thought they were sort of 
left hanging because of the (US,) elec­ 
tion, and from the 2nd of November to 
the present we've had a transition 
government but we’ve not had a govern­ 
ment in power that could give them the 
kind of day-by-day assistance they 
needed in the talks." 


Asked for Kissinger's reaction Young 
said “he was glad I called.” 


Lompoc Planning Commission Monday 
granted a home use permit, approved a 
division of land for new homes, but 
turned down an appeal by a Lompoc 
developer who charged that he was being 
asked to pay for the cost of “drawing a 
line on a map.”

The commission upheld the ruling of 
Community Development Director Jack 
Lam that the house would have to be 
removed if the parcel remained in one 
piece Otherwise, Lam said, the commis­ 
sion would be giving its sanction to the 
dual residential-industrial concept in 
violation of city ordinances 
Lam said subdivision would isolate the 
house on one parcel as a non-conforming 
use predating the ordinances, while per­ 
mitting the C-M development to proceed 
on the balance of the property 
Johnson said. “This decision is ar­ 
bitrary, would cost $1.000 or more, and 
w oul d a c c o m p l i s h 
n o t hi n g of 
significance.”

Weapons system 
costs escalate 
$1 8.46 billion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Pen­ 
tagon announced today the cost of major 
weapons program s escalated by an 
estimated $18 46 billion in the closing 
months of last year 


It was the largest increase since 1970, 
but the Pentagon attributed it mainly to 
quantity increases ordered by the Ford 
administration. 


The biggest increase was $7 5 billion in 
the F16 lightweight fighter program, 
which the Pentagon said will go up to an 
estimated total of $13 83 billion through 
the 1980s 


The F16 increase is due mainly to a 
previously disclosed plan to more than 
double the number of planes bought from 
650 to 1,388. 


Some programs which showed large 
cost increases in the three months 
ending Dec. 31. such as the building of 
nuclear attack submarines, are under 
consideration for slowdown or budget 
cuts by Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown 


The submarine program escalated up­ 
ward by an estim ated $424 million during 
the period to a total of $10 06 billion 
Funds for two more of the submarines 
are proposed in the outgoing Ford budget 
now under revision by the Carter ad­ 
ministration 
Busing is the only way, 
civil rights panel says 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- Busing 
school children out of the cities and into 
the suburbs “is the only approach” that 
will effectively end school segregation, 
the U S Commission on Civil Rights said 
today 
The commission also said it hoped the 
Carter administration, 
including At­ 
torney General Griffin Bell, would 
provide "vigorous leadership” to the 
school desegregation effort. 
“Metropolitan school desegregation is 
the only approach that will deal prompt­ 
ly and effectively with racially isolated 
schools in the metropolitan areas," the 
commission said in a 128-page report 
Civil Rights Commission Chairman 
Arthur S Flemming, said he hopes once 
the attorney general has read the new 


report and that “he will conclude that we 
are on sound ground” in urging 
metropolitan wide school desegregation 
The commission said two of every 
three black children in the country at­ 
tend predominately minority schools and 
two of every five “attend schools that 
are intensely segregated ” 


“ Due to the high percentage of 
minority children in the cities ” the 
report said, “ school desegregation plans 
that affect only the city cannot in most 
instances provide stable or satisfactory 
solutions.” 


The commissioners also said housing 
integration will come to late to solve the 
school desegregation problem for this 
generation of children

Energy gobblers raise bills

Ju st about everybody who 
isn’t living in a cave knows that 
electric bills have gone into or­ 
bit in the past couple of years. 
Not everybody knows exactly 
where his electrical dollar is 
going, however. 
A few y e a r s a g o , when 
electric bills began to inch up­ 
w a rd , 
u tility 
c o m p a n ie s 
published charts showing the 
average w attage of various 
hom e a p p lia n c e s and the 
average number of hours such 
appliances are used in a month. 
From these figures, it was 
possible to compute the es­ 
tim ated average cost per month 
for using that appliance. 
At the time these figures first 
cam e out, the bills weren’t be­ 
ing affected all that much and. 
because here in California the 
lights still cam e on everytime 
we flipped a switch and the tv 
set functioned on command, 
warnings of a potential fuel 
sh o rtage went large ly un­ 
heeded. 
Because of the soaring bills 
and the fact that the recent 
winter experience in the E ast 
has dram atically demonstrated 
that a fuel shortage apparently 
does indeed exist, new interest 
has been created in the ap­ 
pliance cost charts The City of 
Lompoc has been glad to oblige 
with this information. 
The best way to conserve 
energy — and to keep bills down 
— is to be aw are of which of 
those appliances we turn on so 
casually are the most voracious 
users of electricity 
Here are the energy culprits 
you are paying the most to use: 
An electric w ater heater 
averages 2.475 w atts and is used 
an estim ated 142 hours per

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More cold weather 
eases flood peril 


United Press International 
The immediate threat of 
floods, a return to below nor­ 
mal temperatures and fore­ 
casts of more droughts this spr­ 
ing are combining to seal the 
finish of the nation’s brief 
respite of warmth 


Flash flood watches were 
posted Monday in West Vir­ 
ginia, but colder temperatures 
today were expected to slow the 
melting of snow and mitigate 
the danger 
Lower tempera­ 
tures were expected to end the 
immediate flood threat in Penn- 
sylva n ia, but a N ational 
Weather Service spokesman 
said it would only delay the in­ 
evitable spring flooding 


Snow totaling one to two in­ 
ches was expected to pile up 
over parts of South Carolina to­ 
day. following Monday’s snow­ 
falls of two inches at Marquet­ 
te. Mich and one inch each at 


Columbus and Youngstown, 
Ohio and Pittsburgh. 
Valentine’s Day was more 
like a White Christmas in 
Casper, Wyo., where five in­ 
ches of snow fell Monday after­ 
noon 
Snow was expected to add 
travel problems to the Chicago 
area And state officials said 26 
counties in central Illinois are 
rapidly developing into a 
drought belt. The National 
W e a th e r S e r v ic e 30-day 
forecast for the state indicated 
both 
te m p e ra tu re s and 
precipitation 
would 
remain 
below normal. 
“ We haven’t done a rain 
dance yet, but it may come,” 
said one state official. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice issued its 30-day forecast 
Monday, predicting lower than 
normal temperatures would 
return But the natural rising of 
temperatures as spring appro­ 


aches and days growing longer 
are expected to lessen the 
harshness of the return to below 
normal temperatures. 
The 30-day forecast indicated 
above normal temperatures for 
the Pacific Coast and Inter- 
mountain Region, as well as for 
the western portions of the 
northern Great Plains. 
Below normal precipitation is 
predicted in the north-central 
and eastern states. Above nor­ 
mal precipitation is expected, 
however, over the Great Plains 
and the Gulf and South Atlantic 
coastal states. 
The southwest continued to 
provide a hot, dry contrast to 
the rest of the nation. Santa 
Ana, Calif, had the nation’s high 
Monday with 92 degrees, 
followed closely by Los Angeles 
with 87. The drought that has 
hit California showed no signs 
of letting up, the 30-day 
forecast indicated. 


Vance en route to M iddle East 
seeking new vision of peace' 


LA JES, The Azores (U P I) — 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
made a refueling stop here to­ 
day en route to the Middle East 
in search of a new vision of 
peace for the troubled region 
Vance, wearing a felt hat, 
told reporters as he left 
Andrews Air Force Base in sub­ 
urban Washington he hoped to 
learn the views of Middle East 
le a d e rs 
and 
re tu rn 
to 
Washington with some kind of 
new vision of a negotiating 
process that will yield enduring 
peace 
After meeting briefly with 
Portuguese officials during a 
refueling stop, Vance was due 
to arrive in Israel later today on 
the first stop of a six-nation 
tour 
Officials aboard the Vance 
plane said he will seek views of 


Arab and Israeli leaders on new 
ways to overcome the impasse 
on Palestinian representation 
at the Geneva conference. 
The Arabs say they will insist 
on some kind of presence for 
the Palestinian Liberation Or­ 
ganization. while the Israelis 
say they will not accept any 
separate 
Palestinian 
delega­ 
tion 


Hours before Vance left 
Washington, a retired Israeli 
army general who has had unof­ 
ficial talks with the PLO 
forecast “ a positive new 
development’’ on PLO recogni­ 
tion of Israel “ if we do 
something to encourage it.’’ 


Matti Peled told a news con­ 
ference he had “ convincing 
signals" of the breakthrough 
Vance said on his departure 


he was flying to the Middle 
East because President Carter 
believes “ the opportunity may 
now exist for us to make some 
progress’’ toward a “ just and 
lasting peace ” 


O fficials aboard Vance’s 
plane cited a variety of issues 
stalling negotiations, including 
the size and dimensions of a 
Palestinian state — an issue 
Vance has said must be settled 
“ by the parties in the area " 


Leaders also will be asked for 
ideas on the timing and the for­ 
mat of the Geneva conference 
Officials aboard the plane 
suggested several possibilities, 
including a preliminary unoffi­ 
cial conference or a cluster of 
working groups finally com- 
ming together in a final peace 
conference

NAIROBI, Kenya (U P I) - 
President Idi Amin of Uganda 
has implicated Israel, the presi­ 
dent of Tanzania, form er 
Uganda President Milton Obote 
and the Anglican archbishop of 
Uganda, Burundi and Rwanda 
in an alleged abortive coup at­ 
tempt 
Amin warned Monday the 
situation could produce a major 
confrontation between Uganda 
and Tanzania, “ leading to 
war." 
Despite reports that hundreds 
of soldiers and civilians died m 
a purge following a coup at­ 
tempt in the East African na­ 
tion three weeks ago. Amin said 
only two persons had died 
Amm summoned Archbishop 
Janani Luwum and his wife to 
government house Monday and 
“ accused him of conspiring to 
overthrow the government,” of­ 
ficial Radio Uganda said 
The plot “ had the full support 


of the Israelis and (Tanzanian 
President Julius) Nyerere” as 
well as Obote who now lives in 
exile in Tanzania, it added 
The radio said as long as 
Obote remained in exile in Tan­ 
zania and Nyerere involved 
himself in Ugandan affairs the 
situation was “ likely to bring 
about a military confrontation 
leading to war.” 
It gave few details of the 
alleged attempt against Amin's 
six-year-old regime except to 
name the archbishop as a 
ringleader 
Amin then freed him with the 
warning to “ forget subversive 
activities and preach the word 
of God and not bloodshed,” the 
radio said 
It quoted Amin as saying the 
plot was uncovered when 
children 
playing near the 
archbishop s Kampala home 
found 11 cases of Chinese-made 
arms, ammunition and gre­ 


nades destined for the clergy­ 
man and fellow conspirators 


Subsequently, four other 
“ ringleaders” were arrested, 
several arms caches were un­ 
covered and two businessmen 
in the northern town of Gulu 
were shot and killed while try­ 
ing to resist arrest, the radio 
said 


"Those arrested confessed 
the arms were meant for kill­ 
ing. kidnaping and murdering 
innocent Ugandans in key 
positions,” the radio quoted 
Amin as saying 


The arms were allegedly for 
distribution among members of 
the Acholi and Lango tribes — 
victim s 
in previous Amin 
purges — to be used to kill 
members of other tribes and 
then “ take full control of the 
country through the church and 
other key bodies.” 


Coffee fungus under control' 


M A N A G U A , 
N ic a ra g u a 
(U P I) — Nicaraguan officials 
said Monday the fungus that 
threatened Central America’s 
entire $1 6 billion coffee crop is 
under control and that they 
hope to have it eradicated by 
May when the region's rainy 
season begins. 


The fungus — a leaf rust 
known as red blight — first was 


detected in Nicaragua's low- 
yielding coffee region in the 
Department of Carazo. The 
area since has been under 
quarantine and the Nicaraguan 
government has spent $571.000 
in an effort to halt its spread 


“This doesn't mean that the 
plague’s threat has ended,” 
said Agriculture Minister Klaus 
Sengelman, 
so we will contin­ 


ue battling it with copper 
pesticides " 
He said an additional $2 8 
million has been earmarked to 
buy equipment and pesticides, 
and that 600.000 coffee trees 
in the infected area will be 
destroyed 
Officials said destruction of 
the trees will not significantly 
reduce the nation's winter cof­ 
fee crop 


SLO seeks to oust sheriff 


SAN LU IS OBISPO (U P I) - 
The Board of Supervisors Mon­ 
day asked the state attorney 
general to take action to 
remove Sheriff John Pierce, 
who is under doctor’s orders not 
to return to work because of a 
heart condition. 
Pierce, who underwent a 
heart bypass operation last 
June, could lose retirement and 
disability benefits if removed 
from office. His term is not up 


until 1979 but he said he would 
retire in June 


The supervisors took action 
following pleas form Russell 
Johnson, who protested the use 
of his taxes to pay a sheriff who 
was not performing his duties 


Last month, the board cut 
Pierce’s $26.000 a year salary in 
half because of his inactivity, 
but Johnson urged a complete 
cutoff

BOM BAY, India (U P I) - 
Lillian Carter, the President’s 
78-year-old mother, flew home 
today at the end of a 60-hour 
visit to India capped by a 
welcome of flowers and em­ 
braces at the town where she 
worked as a Peace Corps 
volunteer a decade ago 
“ Everything they've done to­ 
day has touched me to the bot­ 
tom of my heart,” Mrs Carter 
told reporters as the special jet 
took off at 4 15 p m <5:45 a m 
EST) 
Mrs Carter said when she 
worked at Vikhroli, some 15 
miles north of Bombay, in 1967 
and 1968 as a Peace Corps 


nurse, “ I was a mere peon " 
“ But today when I saw that 
crowd. I really forgot I was the 
President’s mother I was one 
of them again just like I used to 
be And being the president’s 
mother hadn't gone to my head 
I wanted them to know I was 
the same person who came over 
in the Peace Corps." 
Mrs. Carter was asked about 
her interview with last Oc­ 
tober's Ms magazine, which 
quoted her as saying 
"Mrs 
Gandhi herself cares nothing 
for poor people 
She's just 
another politician." 
Mrs 
Carter said she had 
never mentioned Mrs Gandhi 


by name and. in any event, had 
changed her mind after the two 
women met for 45 minutes Sun­ 
day at Mrs Gandhi's home in 
New Delhi 


" I came out of there admir­ 
ing her very much and my 
whole opinion of her has 
changed." Mrs 
Carter said. 
“ All I know is what I read in the 
papers and some of you all real­ 
ly do misquote She’s a very 
nice woman, a very warm 
woman." 


Mrs. Carter’s plane is due to 
arrive in Washington at 4 a m 
EST Wednesday after refueling 
stops in Tehran and Madrid 


N EW RO C H E L L E , N Y 
(U P I) — Fred Cowan raised the 
automatic rifle and shouted to 
his co-workers: “ Get out of 
here 
Go home and tell my 
mother not to come " 
In the next few frantic se­ 
conds, bullets spewed from the 
gun’s barrel 
Four men fell 
dead to the floor A police car 
screeched to a halt outside 
Shouted warnings, another 
burst of gunfire, and now a 
patrolman was dead 
Five persons, three of them 
policemen, were wounded 
Nearly seven hours later, 
Cowan, a twice court-martialed 
Army veteran who idolized 
Adolf Hitler, who had swastikas 
tattooed on his arms, collected 
Nazi souvenirs and often said 
he “ hated blacks and Jews," 
put a 45-caliber pistol to his 
head and ended his own life 
Cowan, 32, returned to work 
from a two-week suspension 
Monday morning, vowing to 
“ get” the man who had him 
suspended When he got to the 
Neptune Worldwide Moving Co 
in the New York City suburb of 
New Rochelle shortly before 8 
a m . he was dressed in an 
Army field jacket and sported a 
German military helmet 
He carried the automatic ri­ 
fle, the pistol, a bandolier of 
ammunition and what police 
described as “ a couple of ex­ 
plosive devices that looked like 
hand grenades." 
Police said Cowan s intended 
target — company dispatcher 
Norman Bing — escaped un­ 
harmed 
Bing had suspended 
Cowan because he was recently 
rude to a customer 
The 
customer had called to com­ 
plain and “sounded scared .” 
When it started. Ronald 
Cowles, one of Cowan’s co­ 
workers for the past nine years, 
said the gunman shouted at 
him 
“Get out of here. Go home 
and tell my mother not to com- 
e ” 


“ He let me go. so I got out of 
there right away." Cowles said 
"He started to raise the rifle. I 
saw four other people fall to the 
floor.” 
As he left the building. 


Cowles said, he saw Patrolman 
Allan McLeod drive into the 
parking lot 
"W e shouted at him not to 
come in,” Cowles said “ As he 
was walking up the steps we 
heard a shot and saw him fall 
McLeod, the father of two 
children aged 1 and 6. lay in the 
driveway for two hours before 
police were able to pull his body 
from the gunman’s range, using 
an armored personnel carrier 
The three injured patrolmen 
lay nearby, each pinned down 
by gunfire until they, too. were 
rescued two hours later 
Scores of heavily armed 
police from nearby communi­ 
ties and New York City sur­ 
rounded the warehouse com­ 
plex, experts in hostage 
negotiations were called, and 
Cowan's mother, father and 
two brothers tried unsucces­ 
sfully to get him to give himself 
up 
At 12:10 p m 
Cowan called 
the police department’s emer­ 
gency telephone number, his 
only direct link with au­ 
thorities He demanded lunch 
potato salad and cocoa — and 
apologized for "causing the city 
so much trouble " 
At 2:40 p m., while hiding 
behind a makeshift barricade in 
a vice president's office on the 
building’s second floor. Cowan 
apparently put the pistol to his 
temple and fired At the time, 
police did not know if he had 
any hostages; he had none 
At 6 p.m., they broke into the 
office and found his body

Making it through 
the metric maze

Did you have your 250 milliliters of prune juice for breakfast0 Did you really 
feel sicker when the thermometer in your mouth registered above 37 degrees 
Celsius0 Are you following doctor's orders to keept your weight down to 72 56 
kilograms which is healthiest for a man 1 82 meters talP Do you complain 
because your new auto gives you only 4 45 liters to a kilometer, and do you obey 
the speed Laws and drive 88 49 kilometers per hour0 And do you brag to your 
fnends about the hole-in-one you made on the 137 16-meter 4th hole at the Old 
Alligator Swamp Golf Course0 
Confusing0 It's part of the metric system, now adopted by almost every 
other country around the world, and we 11 soon be using it to replace our 
ounces, pounds pints, quarts, gallons pecks, bushels, inches, feet, yards and 
miles 
At first, for us who have been using these old measurements for at least 60 
years, this may seem to be more complicated than the new math children have 
had to learn in school However, the National Bureau of Standards of the U S 
Department of Commerce assures us it will be quite simple if we don't try to 
mentally convert the old svstem to the new The metric system is basically a 
decimal system that uses multiples of ter. And with our currency, we've known 
for a Jong time that ten pennies make a dime and ten dimes make a dollar 
We 11 need to know only three measurement units — meters, liters and 
grams A meter is a unit of length which is a little longer than a yard. a liter 
measures volume and is a little more than a quart; and a gram measures 
weight and is about the weight of a paper clip A gram is such a small unit that 
we 11 be thinking of a kilogram, which is 1.000 grams and is more than two 
pounds 
Each basic unit can be multiplied or divided by 10 s to get Larger and smaller 
units They re indicated by prefixes such as kilo «one thousand», centi (one 
hundredth 
and mili one thousandth 
Basically, a kilometer means. 1.000 
meters and a centimeter is 1 100 of a meter 
Instead of Fahrenheit, temperatures will be calculated on the Celsius scale, 
which we may have heard referred to as centigrade It will be much easier to 
know water boils at 100 degrees and freezes at 10 degrees than at 212 degrees 
and 32 degrees as reckoned with the old Fahrenheit scale of measurement 
The normal body temperature on the new metric thermometer is 37 com­ 
pared to the old Fahrenheit of 96 6 But if you do have a fever and your 
temperature goes up a couple of points you're not going to feel less wrteched 
no matter which thermometer you use 
What were the reasons for establishing the old measurements? Maybe the 
rule of thumb, a king s waistline or the length of his nose and arms Inch and 
foot came from a variety of ancient cultures, including the old Romans An 
early Saxon king removed the sash from his midriff to use as a convenient 
measuring device Hence, "yard came from the Saxon word "gird" meaning 
the circumference of a person's waist Or if you don’t like that one. accept the 
theory that King Henry I decreed that a yard would be the distance from the tip 
of his nose to the end of his thumb 
For the future our measuring devices will be based on simple and more 
scientific logic Except you'll still be able to belly up to the bar of a British pub 
and order the traditional "pint of bitter " 
But the conversion to the new system will be a gradual one The Bureau of 
Standards says that for quite some time signs at gas stations and on roadways, 
on the supermarket shelves and for just about everything we buy or use will 
carry the old measurements along with the new For the most sophisticated 
who want to do their own conversions, there 11 be available a plastic six inch 
ruler showing inches and centimeters, and a wallet size plastic card translating 
old standards into metric measurements In most homes we don t anticipate 
having any trouble in the kitchen because we re sure we’ll be flooded by the 
food processors who will tell us how to convert our recipes to the metric 
system — using their products, of course But we may be scratching our heads 
trying to figure out our own old family recipes handed down by my grand­ 
mother for goulash stuffed cabbage strudel and palacsinta. which had first 
been translated from the original Hungarian

State wants to join the Western Athletic 
Conference, which has lost Arizona State 
and Arizona State to the Pacific-8, and 
probably will file an application within 
the next six weeks 
“I'm pretty sure that’s what we’re go­ 
ing to do,” 49ers' athletic director Perry 
C Moore said Monday night 
“I think the WAC is exactly what our 
institution needs The WAC has to really

“I don t know when we’ll formally app­ 
ly, though Our president (Dr Stephen 
Horn i would have to handle it and he’s

Weis said Thomas has had lit­ 
tle trouble with cold or with 
lack of oxygen, despite the fact 
he has sailed for much of the 
journey at altitudes up to 10,000 
feet in the open four-by-four- 
foot wicker basket suspended 
beneath the balloon’s gas bag. 
“ He has a small oxygen pack 
and he sniffs on it occasional­ 
ly,” said Weis, “ but he isn't 
carrying tanks He has a very 
good tolerance for altitude. 
He’s an athlete, he doesn’t 
smoke, and he's trained care­ 
fully for this He’s been up to 
20 000 feet with no trouble.” 
W eis said ground winds, 
which determine the speed of 
the balloon, have been most 
troublesome, making landings 


and takeoffs difficult. 
“He’s landed twice in winds 
between 40 and 50 miles pier 
hour.” Weis said. “That’s like 
crashing into a barrier in a 
wicker basket at 40 to 50 miles 
per hour and you can imagine 
the jolt.”

Insensitive Congress 
In a classic case of congres­ 
sional insensitivity to what’s 
going on in its own environ­ 
ment, a house subcommittee 
is considering a move which 
would waste some $20 million 
of local taxpayers monies. 
Several months ago, Lom­ 
p o c 
a n d 
t h o u s a n d s 
of 
municipalities across the U.S. 
filed applications for federal 
public works funds for im­ 
provements to their localities. 
Of the 25,000 applications 
r e c e iv e d , the E c o n o m ic 
Development Administration 
granted only 2,000. Another 
2.000 
a p p lica tio n s w ere 
rejected, leaving more than 
21.000 applications still on file, 
and eligible for funds. 
Now, according to Rep. 
Frank Horton of New York, 
the house subcommittee on 
economic development is con­ 
sidering an amendment to the 
original funding legislation 
which would require all those 
applications to be rewritten 
and refiied, at a cost to local 
government of $20 million. 
Horton, by the way, is the 
chairm an of the Federal 
P a p e rw o rk C o m m issio n , 
which is charged with bird 
dogging just such wasteful ex­ 
penditures of time and money. 


ROVin' Around with R O.V. 


Lompoc’s fate in all this 
seems to have been decided 
when funds for the proposed 
new city hall, reservoir and 
fire station renovations were 
rejected by the Economic 
Development Administration 
last year. 
W hat h a p p e n s n ex t is 
anyone’s guess. If Mr. Horton 
has his way, Lompoc will not 
get a chance to refile. And con­ 
sidering there is only so much 
money to draw from, and also 
considering Lompoc’s request 
was judged to be so lacking in 
merit as to be rejected im­ 
mediately, we’re not so sure 
the expenditure for refiling 
would have been wise in any 
event. 


We do wish Rep. Horton and 
his committee a lot of luck in 
their endeavor at cutting 
federal paperwork, however. 
Perhaps calling attention to 
such wasteful practices as 
th o s e p ro p o s e d 
by 
th e 
economic development sub­ 
committee will enhance the 
workings of those Committees 
in the future and allow Lom­ 
poc and cities like us a better 
chance in the first place for 
taking advantage of fund 
availability.

threat to the burglary 
profession 
You plant it in your 
lawn activate it at night and when a 
prowler steps onto your turf, his 
presence is announced by an alarm that 
goes off in your house and also in the 
local police station 
The device costs about $200 and has ap­ 
plications that go beyond home use — for 
industrial security, law enforcement and 
wildlife research, for example 
At Tech House, other devices for the 
security of the home or other premises 
of the future are being tested 
Should an intruder somehow manage 
to escape seismic detection, he’ll en­ 
counter other obstacles. Exterior doors 
cannot be removed from their frames by 
the hinge pins Each hinge has a set of 
tabs and slots that lock the door in place 
when closed so that it becomes in effect 
a part of the wall. 
These inexpensive locking devices 
were developed by engineers at Kennedy 
Space Center to solve a security problem 
there — making them an indirect spinoff 
of the space program. 
Thermal shutters when rolled down 
also lock in place and can’t be raised 
from the outside

Should an intruder be extra ingenious 
and manage to foil these exterior 
safeguards, he still has another problem 
in an interior security system to 
safeguard occupants against break-ins. 
It consists of wires woven into the 
screens and stripped beneath the carpets 
at strategic points The occupants arm 
the system when retiring or leaving the 
house by punching a combination of 
numbers on a control box that looks like 
a telephone’s pushbutton panel. After 
that, cutting the screen or stepping on 
the carpet will set off a loud, siren-like 
alarm.

For defense against a lurking mugger 
when a resident returns home at night, 
there is the Scan personal security 
device, developed from NASA ul­ 
trasonics research 
Carried on the person like a fountain 
pen. it is a small ultrasonic transmitter 
which sends a signal 30 feet The return­ 
ing occupant presses the pen clip on 
alighting from his car and the signal 
turns on the porch and yard lights 
A final security measure is a tornado 
detector, developed from space research 
data by NASA engineers. 
A simple, low-cost, light-sensitive 
device, the detector is attached to a 
television set tuned to an unused chan­ 
nel. 
Using the electronics of the television 
set, the system detects a tornado within 
18 miles of the home. As long as the tor­ 
nado is within that range, the detector 
sounds an alarm , which cuts off 
automatically when the storm moves 
away.

WASHINGTON - Gerald Ford and 
Ronald Reagan would like a rematch in 
1980. Both Republican heavyweights are 
back in their corners, preparing for a 
comeback. 
For preliminaries, they plan to hit the 
road in 1978 in behalf of Republican con­ 
gressional candidates. The two should 
em erge, given the 
v ic is s itu d e s 
of 
politics, as the leading 
p re s id e n tia l c o n ­ 
tenders at the next 
Republican conven­ 
tion. 
Both men have dis­ 
cussed their intentions 
fra n k ly w ith a s ­ 
sociates, who are 
making 
w hispered 
predictions about the 
1980 rematch Ex-Sen 
William Brock, R- 
Tenn., the capable 
and innovative new 
Republican national 
c h a irm a n , is less 
positive. But he told us 
he “wouldn’t be the least bit surprised " 
if Ford and Reagan squared off for 
another 15 rounds at the next Republican 
super brawl 
Although Ford is 83 and Reagan 66, 
both men are in excellent health and ap­ 
pear younger than their ages They also 
believe that the GOP nomination will be 
worth the fight They sense that the elec­ 
to rate , w eary of governm ent in­ 
terference in their lives, are turning 
more conservative — a trend only tem­ 
porarily arrested by the Watergate scan­ 
dals. 
But the next scandals, they believe, 
will damage the Democrats. Dozens of 
congressmen — some say as many as 90 
— are under investigation for taking 
cash, gifts and other favors from the 
South Koreans. 
The offerings were distributed to 
Democrats and Republicans alike. But 
the headline names, according to our 
sources, will be tied to the Democratic 
party. No less a figure than House 
Speaker Thomas “ Tip“ O’Neill, D- 
Mass . was pampered and partied by 
Tongsun Park, the leading South Korean 
Santa Claus. 
The Korean bribery scandals, GOP 
strategists anticipate, will produce a 
reaction against Congress in 1978 This 
could lead to a massive overturn in 
membership, with control of Congress 
passing to the Republicans. Such an up­ 
heaval would strengthen the GOP for an 
assault wi the White House two years 
later. 
Ford and Reagan alike will be active in 
the 1978 campaign, ready to capitalize 
on any Republican upsurge Both intend 
to campaign for candidates from one end 
of the Republican spectrum to the other. 
It was Richard Nixon’s stump work, they 
remember, that won friends and in­ 
fluenced the right politicians. He later 
cashed in their political IOUs in return 
for the presidential nomination. 
Both Ford and Reagan, meanwhile, 
plan to stay in public view The former

For the two contenders, it looks as if

LIVING IN SIN: The love affair 
between the oil and gas industry and its 
government regulators has been an open 
secret for years. It has been a flirtation 
that has cost the public heavily, from 
beneficial leaks in the tax laws to higher 
rates for natural gas. 
With dreary regularity, we have called 
attention to this cozy relationship. We 
reported last April, for example, that the 
gas industry cleared a pamphlet which 
the Federal Energy Administration later 
issued as government doctrine. 'Hie 
booklet, called “ The N atural Gas 
Story.” touted gas deregulation. 
Embarrassed FEA officials, caught in 
bed with the gas men they were supposed 
to be regulating, compounded the sin by 
whitewashing the investigation. There 
was enough whitewash left over, it 
turned out. to attempt to quash a grand 
ju ry 
investigation of oil price 
overcharges. 
We identified the chief whitewasher 
last December as Douglas Robinson, the 
FEA’s deputy general counsel, whom we 
reported was in line for a key energy 
post in the Carter administration. 
Our story was a big enough stumbling 
block to stall the appointment Robinson 
has been sitting out the cold crisis in an 
FEA office, with no new title and nothing 
to do. 
Meanwhile, we have learned that two 


powerful congressmen, John Dingell, D- 
Mich., and John Moss, D-Calif., have 
written blunt letters to President Jimmy 
Carter about Robinson. The president 
promised at his last press conference to 
investigate the Robinson affair. 
In the case of the surreptitious 
pamphlet, the FEA chiefs assigned 
Robinson as their hired gun to conduct an 
investigation that wouldn’t embarrass 
the FEA. Robinson has admitted as 
much to us. He considered the FEA bos­ 
ses his “clients,” he said. He merely 
represented his clients, he explained, to 
the best of his ability. 
The FEA promised to cooperate with 
Dingell in getting to the bottom of the 
pamphlet mystery. Yet in a confidential 
letter to the FEA. Dingell complained 
that his subcommittee “never received a 
copy of the various investigation reports 
and documents of your findings.” 
In a separate letter to the Carter 
camp, Dingell warned: “One may ... 
legitmately question the wisdom of ap­ 
pointing Mr Robinson, who has become 
controversial because of his prior posi­ 
tion at FEA in the Ford administration.” 
In the overcharge case, a grand jury 
has now returned a 14-count indictment. 
Robinson told us he wanted to pursue a 
civil rather than a criminal investigation 
of the price-gouging charges 
However, we have obtained a recent 
letter that the U S attorney in the case, 
John Briggs, sent to the FEA. If the 
agency wanted to go ahead with separate 
civil action, he wrote, it wouldn’t jeopar­ 
dize his criminal prosecution. 
It is now up to President Carter to end 
the illicit relationship between the oil 
and gas 
crowd and the federal 
regulators. 


Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
Migrant workers 


WASHINGTON - For Northerners 
forced to turn down the thermostat to a 
cool 65 degrees, the rugged winter means 
some inconvenience and discomfort. For 
the migratory workers in Florida’s 
citrus belt, though, the cold is a disaster, 
since even a week without pay is enough 
to reduce an already meager standard of 
living to hunger and 
cold 
If any good can be 
found in all the misery 
that this prolonged 
ordeal has wrought, it 
is that the plight of the 
m igratory 
workers 
has come to national 
attention. They have 
for too long been the 
pawns of the large- 
scale growers, who 
use them in the pick­ 
ing season and turn 
them loose at other 
times. 
An article in the 
Wall Street Journal 
puts the income of the 
average migrant family at probably less 
than $4.000 a year. This may be true of 
the almost 100.000 individuals who exist 
from one tomato or bean crop to 
another. 
It is good to know that the federal 
government’s somewhat cumbersome 
machinery for emergency relief is func­ 
tioning to aid these helpless people. 
Congress in 1974 passed an emergency 
unemployment act. When the governor 
of a state has declared the existence of a 
major natural disaster, the state is eligi­ 
ble for various forms of relief. 
The Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare recommends several forms 
of assistance; one form is unemploy­ 
ment relief to those who have neither 
public nor private sources of help. 
The Department of Labor has already 
opened offices in Florida to administer 
this aid. They are open nights and 
weekends, using lists of employes who 
have worked in the fields One handicap 
— which applies especially in Florida, 
where a week for a migratory family is 
an eternity — is that state laws provide a 
one-week waiting period. 
Two other states, M aryland and 
Virginia, have been designated as 
natural disaster areas. Maryland has 
been particularly hard hit, with the 
fishing industry on the Eastern Shore 
virtually shut down as ice in the 
Chesapeake Bay has stopped oystering 
and crabbing and the processing that 
follows the catch. 
Boats supplying fuel and other supplies 
to shore points have been unable to get 
through At one time, even heating fuels 


were critically short. Because fluctua­ 
tions in the weather are so important, 
the Eastern Shore is probably the 
hardest hit area in the region around the 
bay. 
Parts of Virginia are suffering under 
similar conditions. There, a man-made 
disaster com plicated the w inter’s 
crunch. Allied Chemical’s dumping of 
wastes from the manufacture of Kepone, 
an insecticide, into the James River 
caused Virginia Gov. Mills Godwin to 
stop all fishing in the James and in parts 
of the bay. Godwin has just modified the 
closing order — but with the stipulation 
that a close watch be kept on the Kepone 
content of the catch. 
With the unemployment offices in 
Maryland and Virginia overflowing with 
applicants, there can nevertheless be no 
question of the eligibility of the appli­ 
cants. It is in the citrus belt that men and 
women long outside the aid system are 
hopefully standing in line, hoping for a 
little something to carry them over a 
barren time 
What is astonishing is to find 
presumably responsible men arguing 
against what is bound to be minimal 
relief. Rep Richard Kelly, R-Fla , said 
in a broadcast interview that aid to 
migrants would jeopardize the citrus 
crops in central Florida 
This was the same line taken by citrus 
growers who tried to persuade Florida 
Gov. Reubin Askew that to give aid to 
the workers in the southern part of the 
state would cause those trying to salvage 
the blighted citrus crop to rush to the 
south to pick up federal benefits. 
These are the same forces that have so 
long argued against any aid for 
the 
m igrant w orkers. They have been 
responsible for defeating measures in 
the state legislature that would have 
given some protection for these unfor­ 
tunates so long overlooked Perhaps now 
that their desperate condition has been 
thrown onto the national screen by the 
crisis in the climate, action will be 
taken 


We can’t be too hypocritical about this. 
Let’s face the fact that one reason winter 
produce — beans, tomatoes, lettuce, 
avocadoes — have been so comparative­ 
ly cheap in the northern markets is 
because of underpaid labor. On a good 
day with an abundant crop, a woman can 
pick 100 buckets of tomatoes at 30 cents a 
bucket. 
Prices are already rising, and with up 
to 85 per cent of the vegetable crop 
destroyed, they will go even higher. If 
the migrants can be brought into some 
form of unemployment system, we 
would pay still more and understand the 
reason why. 


Gray Water 


Drought conditions have led to brown 
lawns and dried up flowers and shrubs, 
but have had only small impact on Lom­ 
poc’s underground water supply. That 
was the word Friday from A1 Thompson, 
director of the city water department. 
The water table as indicated in the city’s 
five wells has fallen an 
average of 4.62 feet 
below the level of a 
year ago, Thompson 
said. “Production is 
down a b o u t one- 
twelfth from a year 
ago,” he said, “or 
about six million cubic 
f e e t 
b e h i n d 
the 
production of a year 
ago.” That drop in 
usage could be the 
private citizen’s way 
of saying. I’m going to 
use less because of the 
d r o u g h t an d t he 
related shortage, but 
it could also indicate 
the monthly water bill 
is beginning to pinch, along with all the 
other price increases. 
The combination of high prices and 
drought at a time when the skies are sup­ 
posed to be showering our land with free 
water, has led to another interesting 
phenomenon. 
There is talk of recycling water from 
kitchen sinks and lavatory sinks and 
bathtubs in a desperation move to keep 
lawns and shrubs alive. There isn’t much 
experience with the development, but 
knowledgeable sanitation people call it 
“Gray Water.” There is also “ Black 
Water,” which comes directly from 
toilets, but that aspect of water recycl­ 
ing is severely criticized, if not actually 
prohibited. 
Gray Water on the other hand may be 
coming in for more and more considera­ 
tion. Bill Jopling, chief of the waste sec­ 
tion of the State Health Department, has 
been working on the question, but he con­ 
ceded Friday that he had very little in­ 
formation on the subject. “ With 
reasonable care, Gray Water can be used 
on lawns and shrubs, but not on food 
plants and not on anything if someone in 
the household is sick,” he said. “There 
are no legal, statewide prohibitions that 
I know of.” 
Jopling said the state had relied pretty 
much on county and municipal or­ 
dinances in the past to control Gray 
Water usage and therefore had no body 
of law or regulation specifically govern­ 
ing the question. 
“ We’re not opposed to the use of Gray 
Water because it’s a drought-imposed 
situation,” Jopling said. He offered these 
thoughts for consideration: “There could 
be a problem with the use of Gray Water, 
if it continued over a long period of time. 
There could be a buildup of grease in the 
soil that had been watered with Gray 
Water, leading to a condition that could 
attract flies. One would also want to be 
sure that the soap which was used was 
biodegradable, and it remains to be seen 
how the soil would react to continual in­ 
fusions of water with a high content of 
suds.” 
One of the most serious aspects of us­ 
ing Gray Water is the threat it could pose 
to the fresh drinking water supply of a 
city. Those who use Gray Water would 
have to be sure there was no possibility 
that the supply of the recycled water 
could ever be drawn up into the water 
mains and thus piped to every home. Hie 
threat is real and not just imagined. 
At the same time, Jopling and others 
are studying the situation in the light of 
the continued drought. 
It was not immediately d ear whether 
the practice of recycling Gray Water 
came under local ban or not. Despite the 
uncertainty about the legality there were 
some signs of opposition to the practice, 
and at the same time, almost a complete 
lack of information on the subject. 
This reporter called a couple of 
plumbers to see if homeowners were 
requesting sink modifications to pa ve the 
way for the capture and use of Gray 
Water and found there had been none 
The use of Gray Water is not new. 
Rural America used water from kitchen 
sinks and the woodshed bathtub to water 
lawns and anything that grew But all 
soaps in those days were biodegradable 
and in another vein, if the farmer didn't 
pour the waste water on the ground what 
would he have done with it? After all that 
was before the advent of inside plumbing 
and before central sewer treatment 
plants. 
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
